And/i/t, it fhall not be 
amifle to explicate our felves , what we mean by the i- 
tal fbirit in this Conelufion; whether after the manner of 
other Phyficians , chat which the Schools call by this 
name; or, fome other thing of far another nature : fure- 
ly, alchough we think thae received opinion of the Spirits 
animall, vitall,and natarall (as they call them ) not al- 
together confonantto truth, yet being befides our pur- 
pofe, we mean notto meddle with it here ; and there- 
fore, of other manner of SPirits ; But what new Spirit is 
this brought in into Phy fick or, by what Authority came 
itin? Truly, lam fo fupereilious as to affirm thisdone 
by my Authority: Let it not be broughe in at all ; 
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I onely require, that 1 may be fpared the ufe of thae 
name, to exprefle the natural beat and radieall. moifture 
both together ; and the reafon is, becaufe they arene- 
ver actually feparated: And to call them /pirits, becaue 
of all Corporal! things , they come neareft tothe nature 
of fpirits, both in their originall and power, It is called 
vitall, becaufe by mediation of it, Gfe flowes, and is 
propagated intothe body ; and therefore, wherefoever 
you finde in this Treatife the name of #irit, underfland 
itasisfaid. Now then, that this /pirtt Aourifheth in 
the forefaid beams,1 think it appeareth from hence; This 
Spirit alfo floweth from the body, and this no wife man 
wili deny; for,if ic low not from the body, the body would 
laft for ever : Confequently, the things that can moft 
fix thefe /pirits , have great power to prolong the life of 
man : for, is is bolatile, and every moment {ome portion 
of it goeth out with the parts of the body , refolved into 
beams: for why it fhould leave the beams going out, and 
infinuate it felf into bodies indifpofed, there can be no 
reafon given, nay; it feems utterly impoffible; and that 
the beams have a difpofition tohold it: for, with them 
it goeth out inthe plague, becaufethebeams ( as-is ob- 
ferved) retain the difpofition of the body from whence 
they go: yea, ifthe /pzrit were not there, the beams could 
notdoasthey do, ner work in the power of the fouls 
for, of it this /pirtt is the Iuftrument. Either therefore the 
bodies of men {hall work at no diftance at all; or,if as di- 
ftance whatfoever, this /pirit muft needs reach, and pro- 
ceed to it: and by virtue of a more potent foul, in the

The Proof and Explanation of it, &cc. 


ah Hat the Excrements of chi bodies of Wights , retain 
fome portion of the vitall Spirit, ix appears; for ha= 
ving lurked long in the body, they imbibe the fpirit, and 
Joyn ittochemfelves , intercepting the beams iffuing 
from the nobleft parts of the body: yea, having at the 
leaft fome dige/tion , they are made like the bodies in 
which they were conco¢ted 3 and therefore do more 
greedily attract the beams with the /pirits, and the fpirits 
do much more willingly infinuate themfelves into them, 
than into any other body, not partaker of the fame; or a 
seater digeftion and likenefle. It is likewife evinced by 
common experience ; for,doth not the too much flow- 
ing of any excrement, produce grievous /ymptoms, weak- 
nefle, and inthe end death; and that not fo much by 
cutting off the nourifhment, as by exhaufting the /pirits: 
or elfe ia the Dropfy , how could the over-much fow- 
ing of the water out of che wound,caufe death, but that 
the water being impregnant with thefe fpirits , carries 
more of them out with it, than che bedy can bear in fo 
fhert a time ? So, in all inward Abfce/fes, when great 
ftore of purulent matter hath filled the bollow of the 
breaft, if by the negligence or ignorance of the Chirur- 
fon, it be too much and fuddenly emptied , it is for the 
fame reafon , ‘followed with death’ or dangerous 
weakneffe : for, the body, unleffe it be every-where ac- 
cording to the proportion requifite, Gored with thefe 
apis cannot long fubfift. This /pirit, as long asthe 
od) continues in its due Symetric, is nourifhed from Hea- 
en,by the mediation of the Air, and by the vital Suit of 
the Aliment. All things thercfore that proceed from the 
bodies of man or beaft, after what manner foever, whe- 
ther 
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ther naturally > or by the force of wedfe, are impregnated 
with the fame vital Spirit the body ath + and therefore 
becaufe they are liker the bodies whence they came, than 
thofe things that never were inthe body , they quickly 
imprincthe qualities drawn from the bodies, upon an- 
other like ody, which ought to occafion great care, 
that excrement matter, corruption » nor any of thofe 
things that come from #fetted prion be left unbu- 
ried; for, great mifchief may come by them, either by 
Nature, or by 4rt, if peradventure they come into the 
hands of fome skilfull, but ill-difpofed men. But if the 
burning of Dead (arcafes, after che manner of the 4nci- 
ents, be not permitted, the Magi/trates ought to take care, 
that they be foon, and very deep buried» and that in 
moift places ,if it may be, ‘and far remote from the feed- 
ine of Beafts : for , from {hallow fuperficiall Gravels, 
there arife unfpeakable mifchiets 3 And 1 think this is 
one of the greateft natural caufes,why the Plague doth fo 
furioufly rage in diverfe places : for, I am afraid, that 
they to whomthe charge of burying is committed, are 
{till coo negligent and carelefle. 1 would here takeoc- 
cafion to commend’, and chat upon good grounds , the 
funeral fires of the Ancients ; But another cuftome ha- 
ving now prevailed, Iam fure my words will not alter 
it. Icisknown that Witches cannot hurt, without the 

arts of dead bodies, and the Excrements of him that they 
defire to mifchieve; astherefore Magiftrates oughtto 
have acareof burials, fo every man, if he have Enemies, 
ought to havea care of his Excremenis, But now letus 

return to the Conclufton, which affirmed, That thefe Excre- 

ments do alfo live, which chough at firft do feem a little 

hard, yet indeed to him that will confider it, it is fo far 

from being’ either hard or unreafonable, that it is impof- 
fible it fhould be otherwayes : nay, what if I fhould 
fay , the hair and nails do live a certain life, propagated 
fromthe foul: Te may be chou wilt fay, For they areas 
certain parts ofthe body, they live with the fame /oul they 
did before, chou wouldft think chat more ftrange; and 
yet 
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“yet thou canft not give a yeafon why thou thouldeft 


think fo: Well,this only I will fay of Excrements,chat uns 
lefle they live with the fame life that Wights do after a 


manner, certainly they would want the vital spirit, of 


which we {pake before, and which we have above pro- 
wed; and will not all this clearly demonftrate, that they 
have and do plentifully injoy it? Moreover, whocan 
deny that the wails and bairs have lifethat have obferved 
in them an augmentative or aflimulative faculty? at leaft 
who can deny it fo long as they remain faftened to the 
body, though they want fence, asthe bones and other ne~ 
ceflary parts of the Organieal body do >? Now, if they 
live when they remain joyned to the body, thefe thai] 
likewa yes /ive when they are feparated from the body, as 
long as they are mai/s and airs, having ftill the fame form 
as they had before : Witnefle the Accidents or the fub- 
féantial moods, which abiding ftill the fame, depend of 
the fame fountains from whence they flowed : bur no 
man candeny, that the very form , or figure, or mood 
flowed from the fox!, draweth thence its life, which is 

ropagated by the prefence of the fowl , by the mediation 
of the vital Shirit. In conclufion , aman may thus argue 
for any Excrement: All Excrements of the body , by means 
of fome manner of Digeftion, have changed the form they 
had before that Digeftion,and put on another, as may be 
known by their operations and faculties , which are al- 
together changed. As forexample ; The Excrements of 
a Dog healeth the difeafes of the Pallet and Throat, which 
fie? and bones howfoever prepared,could not do, ef peci= 
ally if they had been ftinking and corrupt; and this form 
by which they work fich things, they got from the foul 
of the Dog; and therefore being introduced and bronghe 
in by it, it depends wholly of the foul, and confequently 
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cannot want bitaity , which vitality or Uvclineffe is ob- 
{cure and unperceivable to them which know not the 
centers of things, which it fhall better become a Philo-~ 
pher to fearch after, than fuffer himfelfto be tranfported 
with a defire of contraditicn,

F we confirm and demonftrate this Conclufton,the grea- 

teft part of the bufineffe is done: for, this being efta~ 
blifhed here, is laid a firm foundation of this A4,where- 
upon all che precepts thereof may be built : yet, if whae 
we have faidalready, abide unfhaken, the future diff- 
culty will not be great: But firft, it would be known, 
what concatenation we do here intend, when we afirma 
concatenation of {pirits or beams between the body and the Ex- 
crementstbereofswe underftand thereby,a perpetual fluxof 
beams, proceeding after a peculiar manner from the body, 
and terminated as in a bedy,after a fort in kinne, and like 
unto it; as alfo reciprocally owing from the Excrements 
ofthe body. That there is fuch reciprocall emanations , is 
eafily {hewed : for, if you once grantthe flux of beams, 
and Impregnation of the Excrements by the vital /pirits, ix 
will neceflarily follow, that both the beams of the Excrem 
ments and the body, as not differing in nature and quali- 
ties,are fo terminated one upon another by the aforefaid 
means, rather than by any other : yea, if the form both of 
the body and of the Excrements do depend in the fame 
foul, it will be amiffe to call chem Excrements, untill they 
have utterly loft cheir form they got in the body; rather a 
part of the 40d) or fometh ing f{ubordinate to the body,and 
therefore the vital /pirit being affected in the Excrements, 
is alfo affected in the body, which cannot be done with- 
out fuch a concatenation: But this generall rule is to be 
obferved, namely, That ihe Excrements ofany parts, are pe-

culiarly allyed and tyed to the Part whofe Excrements they 
were; and that the beams that interchangeably flow from 
thefe,do bya peculiar love,imbrace thefe that flow from 
the part whofe Excrement it is yc vice verfasfor,out of that 
part it hath drawn more plenteous /pirits,and therefore 
hath greater affinity with it; which may be perceived by 
manifold experiences: for, if you put any ulcerating thing 
into the Zxcrements, the Pudding will be affe&ted with 
ereat eriefand pain : For example, Put Pea/e in a firing- 
Pan, tillthey be very hot, and putthem into 4ot odure, 
and how many ‘Pea/e, fo many Puftules will be on the 
fundament. Sothe Aculeus Pastenace Marine, Quck in 
the place where one hath lately Pift, reftrains it, till you 
have pull'd icoucagain. You will finde more Experi- 
ments of this kinde in the proceffe of this Work. It is not 
therefore to be doubted, but that the Excrements are by re-. 
ciprocal beams concatenated with the bodies , efj pecially with 
thofe parts out of which they laft proceeded 3 Thence 
arife feverall confiderations , whereof we will take no- 
tice hereafter; onely take notice of this, That uponthis 
concatenation; depends all Magnetical Phy(ick, and there- 
fore mark it well, that ifany thing in the praGtice hall 
feem obfcure , chat chou mayft addreffe thy felf to this 
place, and better confider that which is already faid : 
Iris added in the Concluften , that the furthe(t diftance 
doth not break this coneatenation , which is fotrue, that 
the birtue of the foul extends itfelf fo largely, that it is 
{carcely contained in place : for, the concatenation depen- 
ding on the fowl, muft needs be extended according to the 
virtue of the foul; befides, the other reafon (which we 
infinuated above) of this extention where we faid, there 
do moft plencifull /pivits flow from Dighis, by reafon of 
the great plenty of vital /Pirits, which appear to the 
fences, in that they need fo great ftore of Aliment, to the 
end chat what was {pent in propagating beams, might 
by the condu& of the di/benfing fpirit, be renewed in the 
body the fountain of chem; There is therefore no {mal} 
tore of thole beams, becaufe being chin, fubciland eafily 
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diffipated, they need continual food for the reparation of 
them; They extend themfelves likewife very far, and 
work diverfly (we not knowing of it: ) and as diverfly 
are we affected in the hurting of them, when we are fully: 
ignorant of the caufes of our difeafes: And therefore in 
all feckue/fes the faid /Pirit is to be rectified, comforted and 
multiplied ; and fo may all difeafes be eafily cured ; 
which we propound efpecially, for Phificians to note and 
confider. Now there is no man will deny but chat which 
we have faid of the Excrements, doth alfo agree to the 
parts feparated fromthe body, as alfo to the bloods for, 
there is the fame reafon in all ; in blood ic appeareth moft 
evident, becaufe in Holy Writ it is called the fear of the 
foul or life, as having greateft {tore of vital {pirits, and 
hurting more eafily,by the too much flux of it. Amonett 
all thofe things confirm this concatenation, that moft {= 
mous Sympathetical Oyatment commonly called, the Wed- 
pon-falve, and our Sympathetical Water, do by manifett 
experience clearly prove it, in defpite of the vain and ob- 
{treperous noife that fome ignorant Divines make a- 
gaintt it,proclaiming it diabolical and fuper/titious; whom 
many others, and efpecially the learned Zelmout hath pug 
to everlafting filence. Nor did the wrangling Libabius 
(though he proudly railed after his manner) write better 
againft this, than he did of and for the Philofopbers Stone, 
how ignorantly and audacioufly he carried himfelf in 
both, to the infinite prejudice of the Hermetical Com- 
monwealth, is known too well to them that have learned 
the true knowledge ofthings from the things themfelves: 
but ofthisenough, Of the parts of the body feparated 
from it, he that doubteth may find in the fame Helmouyt, 
a ftrange tory: I will give youhis own words. “A 
“certain man of Bruxels being at Bolonia, did ina fray’ 
“ lofe his Nofe; he went to Fagliacorzo a Chirurgeon, 
“ living there,to confult how he might have a newNo/e; 
“and fearing the cutting of his own 4rm, hired a Porter, 
‘that fora great {um of money, was content to let him 
“‘ havea Nofe cut out of his 4rm (as the manner is: ) he 
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“did fo, and the Cure well performed, the man of Bruxels 
“returned home into his own Country : But about thir- 
““teen moneths after his return home, he felt his Nofe 
“fuddenly grow cold , and within a few dayes after it 
“rotted and fell quite off : And where miany wondred of 
“this {trange change , he inquired into the caufe, and ic 
“was found, that juft at the fame inftant when the Nole 
“grew cold; the Porter at Bolonia died: And (faith Hel- 
“‘mount) there are many yet living in Bruxels that can te= 
“‘ftifie the truth thereof: Thusfarhe. The like Ihave 
heard from a Doétor of Phifick, a friend of mine, who 
did {wear deeply, that himfelf was an eye-witnefle of it , 
isnot all our Doétrine here confirmed clearer than the 
light 2 Was not the in/citious nofe,as animated at the firtt, 
fo ftill informed with the foul of the Porter? neither 
had it any from the man, whofe Nofe now tt was made; 
but only nouri/bment, the power of the 4/fimulation, which 
it hath from its proper ‘form, it took it not from him, but 
from the Porter, of whom it was yet truly a part > and 
who dying, the Nofe became 2 dead Nofe, and did im- 
mediatly tend to corruption : But who doth not here {ce 
moft openly and evidently a concatenation > otherwife, 
how could the Ng/é of one that was at Bolonia, enforns 
the Nofe of one that was at Bruxels » but by means of a 
concatenation ? Our affertion therefore is confirmed by 
true and undoubted experience ; from whenee, as from 
a plenteous (pring, divers fair rivelets do flow. Hence 
arofe thar glorious Miracle of Nature ; whereby aman 
may atdiftance, and in an infant open his mind to his 
friend, though they be ten thoufand miles afunder » by 
means of a little blood, fielo, and fpirit, a fecret notto be 
revealed to the unworthy multitude. Hence that Lamp of 


life, which at any diftance Cheweth by its light the Dit 


pofition of the Body, and by its voluntary ¢ oing out, the 
death of the Body whence it was taken. Hence alfopro- 
ceeds that /a/t of blood, which by its colour fheweth ¢ : 
fame things, that rhe Lamp did by its light: of which

free than it was, and worketh more powerfully: More- 
over, we fee that fome corruptions are neceflary tothe fur- 
therances of fome operations, though this kind of corrupe 
tion, ifwegive it the true name, is rather to be called 
fermentation ; for by it the /Pirits axe ftitred up,and made 
more able to fhew their powers butthere is a mean in 
things,and certain bounds, beyond which the truth can- 
not confift ; therefore we muft proceed very warily, left 
while we ftrive to ftir up the fPirits, we diflipate them : 


which I have feen happen to many men both in this rt, 
and in Alebymie.

One part of the body being affected or ill difpofed, by burt

{ Conceive, that this fo common and received ah Opi- 

nion, by all Phificians allowed and confefled to be true; 
needs little proof: therefore we only fay this, Thatthe 
caule of this compa/fion floweth neither from the body, nor 
from the particular form of the part, nor from the likenefs, 
nor leffe likene/s, if it be confidered only fo far forth, as the 
caufe of likeneffe is confidered which floweth fromthe 
fame, or the like proportion of foirit ; but from the vital 
Spirit, which goeth through the whole body, and is refi 
dent in every part thereof: for, a difeafe terminatively ig 
not ofthe body, but of the /pirit + for there is no difeale 
ofthe body however it comes, which happeneth not by 


the weaknefle of the (pirit , neithercan any diftemper of 


the body laft long, where the {pirit (by which all evils are 
amended) flowrifheth and is trong. This {pirit is chae 
nature, whereof Phificians ought to be belvers (upon them 
the Univerfal Medicine is buile ) whereas unhappy are 
thofe Phificians, and unhappily they {peed, who either 
neglecting or wronging er Jpirit, deftroy all segs by 
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their biolence , while they think fo to cure the difta/e, 
which by opening a vein , do exhautt this /pirit, and 
by purging the body from hurtful humours by rank poifon, 
that kill chis /périt,chruft with thofe humours the /ou/ our 
ofthe body: And thefe are they which by their villany 
and ignerance have dimn’d the glory of Phyfick, which 
being given over to vain, contentious, and unprofitable 
difputes, have erred from the /mplicity of Nature, which, 
though they be honoured by the hair-brain’d multitude, 
becaule of their rich cloathes, coaches, and the like; yet 
by the fons of Art, who with great labour prying into the 
Centers of things, lave found that nothing is to be attem- 
pted again(t Natures will: they are efteemed no better, 
chanas their excrements of Phyjick, and fo to be caft in- 
to the vaults of perpetual-infamy 3; butthe World is full 
of Fools ; We returning to our purpofe, do fay, That not 
only the other parts do fuffer with the part difeafed, but 
that if any difeafe, of whatfoever part do laft Jong , the 
whole body will be at laftaffeéted, or elfe, how could 
death follow upon a particular difeafe: The vital /birit 
is but one, fo continuate through the whole body, and 
propagated through every part of it, that if it be hurt in 
any one partof it, it is hurt in the whole, as the follow- 
ing Conclufions will more clearly thew.

q. Hat which in the fore-going Chapter we {aid of Di/- 
eafes, we fay now of Cures ; for there is the like rea- 

fon ofboth. And this Gone/u/ion is put for no other rea- 
fon; than to fhew ( céterus paribus’) there is no great odds, 
whether you apply the Medicine to the part affetted, orto 
an other part; provided that by this Medicine thy intent 
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5 ) 
be sto fortifie the vita! [pirits for, if this /pirit be fortified 
in. one part, the whole fpsrit ws fortified + becaufe being of 
a beavenly and fiery nature, that ftrengthening jg quickly 
found in the whole latitude thereof; for it is impoffible, 
that fo fubtil, active, fpiritual, clear and etberial a thing, 
fhoul fuffer any thing in any part, which it thall noe 
very fhortly fuffer in the whole. ‘The Experiment where- 
of we {ce in outward poyfon, which infecting the neareft; 
the /pirit ftraight-wayes, unleff® the Spirit be fortified, 
doth infect the whole /pirit in the body: not that the ve~ 
nom goeth through the whole body; for it’s impoffible 
that by the {ting of a Scorpion in the foot, the fubftance of 
the bewom fhould, as fome dream, come to the heart, but 
becaufe one part ofthe /pirit being powerfully infetted, the 
infection of the whole muft needs {peedily follow: ‘fo 
by Injlametion , there immediately followeth a Feaver, 
though the part that that is inflamed be never fo far from 
theheart. As of Difeafes, {o we may conclude of Reme- 
dies: but that Remedies applied to the parts affeéted, do 
mote and more {peedily help, it is by frequent egreffion 
of {pirits ftom the part, the caufe whereof look fer inthe 
following Conclufion : Ie is very neceflary therefore, that 
thou choofe a part fic for thy purpole; for, except thou 
do fo, thou wilt be deceived and afhamed ; for thou wile 


not work every where alike, therefore mark the Conclu- 
fion following.

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and better: for what can hinder 4¢¢ion bute undue appro- 
ximation, which impediment we here ftudy to avoid, 
feeking the vital {pirit in its nakednefle that it may be the 
fooner aftetted, by a due and convenient application, and 
may be the more f{peedily freed from things hurtful and 
extraneous, and fo quickly change and rectifie the body 
flipt intoa diftemper : for, if where it is moft naked, ic 
being there free from extraneous things, becaule it isnot 
fo fettered and cloyed ‘with evils , then certainly chere 
( ifone know the right /ubjett, and ufe the righe Inftru- 
ment) it may be made to free the body fooner from difeafes: 
for being fortified in one place, ic will ftraight-wayes be 
fortified throughout: for, asa difeafe is never truly, but 
whet the whole fpirit is infeted with a fickly difpofi- 
tion; for tillcharcime ic is but, as fome fpeak, in fiert ; 


which dispo(ition ac the beginning feted but one part, 
and that affetted not hindered, corrupted the whole ; fo 
muft we alfo philofopbixe concerning the recovery of 
health ; but there are two things here requific: Fir/t, 
That thou ceafe not the application, until the difeafe be 
fully cured: for,if chou leave off before that time, the pare 
that is yet infected, will ( if the infection be ftrong) again 
corrupt and isfed the part, thou hadft made whole, and 
foleavethee to beginthe fame labour again. Secondly, 
That one part anfwer another ; for he chat will happily 
cure difeafes, muft begin at theroot, and if the root of the 
difeafe bain the bead, then cure the vital Spirit proper to 
the bead: ifinthe ffomack, tothe /tomack; for though 
the vital {pirits confidered tn themfelves, have no 4etero- 
genical parts, but be every where, and wholly as the light 
like ic felf; yet as ic is in the body, by certain adjunits 
very confiderable ; And therefore the beams proceeding 
from the head, do in that difpofition contain the /pirit, as 
the bead doth ; as from the things already faid may eafily 
b> gathered:: The naked {pirit thereof affected with the 
difpofitions of the head (if the root of the difeafe ‘be in 
che head ) is to becaken, and remedies applied to that, 
before we proceed to other things. Ic will not be amifs 
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(37) 
to confirm the truth of this Conclifion by experience : 
There’sno man doubts, but that in the blood the & pirit is 
moft naked 5 for, if it were more naked, than for fear of 
death, if it could, it would fly and get it gonto its own 
country : Therefore Phificians know that the naked pi- 
vitin the bleod is fooner infected with poifon, than the 
Jpirit of any other part; for, venom being put into a vein, 
doth fooner diffolve and loofe the whole form of the body, 
than twice fo much taken in meat or drink inwardly, al- 
though ic be taken fafting, or without any other bebicn~ 
lum ; whieh confirmeth the truth of ott Conclufion. I 
will not encourage thee to ill: if out of thefe, or any 


other Writings of mine, thou canft draw any evil confe~ 
quence: Ifthou beefta good man, thou wilt not fo read 
them ; if otherwayes,know afluredly that if thou do any 
evil, God will here, even in thislife, take vengeance of 
thee.

UpPon this Conclufion the whole Art is grounded , and 


this being falfe all fails ; therefore mufe well in thy 
mind of what hath been faid, and what fhall be faid ; 
for he that well underftands this Conclufion, will finde no 
difficulcy in the whole Art; therefore it had need to be 
confirmed with fome Reafons: the fir/t whereof is this, 
The fpirie is not fo deeply drowned in the excrements, 
blood and feparated parts, as in the body; becaufe in 
them it ranges abroad, as more at libercy, in that it doth 
not fo much attend Organical operations, that do violently 
{natch the {piri inwards that being congregated it may 
work more powerfully in ue 3 butall organical ope- 
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sation being far fromthe Blood and Excrements, there is 
no need the Spirit fhould drown it felf fo far and {o in- 
wardly : Moreover, the beams coming from excremeuts, 
blood without the veins, and parts (eparated {tick about the 
furface and outfide, and are not allured and drawn inter- 
nally; becaufe that is tending to deftruction, the /pirit 
retires it felf, and makes fome ftay in the {uperfices,where 
alfo the beams joyn themfelves to their fellow-beams, and 
there reft, untill ac laft the excrements, blood and fepa- 
rated parts becoming clean another thing, are apr either 
to receive thele beams, and the {pirit that accompanieth 
them, or toreturn them when they have received them. 
Again, the {pirits are mote naked in thefe, efpecially in 
the blood, becaufe that when it was in the body, it had 
the {pirits more naked, and fcarce tyed to the body 5 as 
appears evidently in blood. But fome may ask how 
this reafon agrees to parts cutoff, for what priviledge 
have they above parts of the fame kind? I anfwer, It 
is to be confidered, That now the door is open, by which 
amore fice egrefle is granted to the /pirits, which now 
having broken the fetters, begin to wander abroad more 
at liberry. Again, fome will object, That if this were 
true, then by applying things to a wound, we might cure 
internal difeafes. To fatisfie this objection, we muft con- 
fider thefe things; and /fi/t, That in every wound there 
is not only folxtio continui, but alfothe part wounded, 
there is ina part exotic anda (trange quality introduced, 
by means whereof the vital Spirit is hurt. Secondly, Thofe 
things that are applied to the wound, have no power to 
change the vital Spirit, labouring of another evil difpofi-. 
tion; yea, the Phificians expeCtation is fatisfied , if one 
thing do but perform: operation; and therefore they are 
content with the cure of the wound. Zhirdly, If a thing 
good for another difea/e, whereof peradventure the Pa- 
ticnt is fick, {hould be applied to the wound, it perhaps 
will hurt this more, than it would help that: Now rea- 
fon perfwades, we fhould fiv/t fuccour that which moft 
urgett. Prom thefe things the 4n/\er to the Objection is 

mani- 


manifeft ; for the /Pirit then labouring ofa double diftem= 
per, 4r¢ commandeth to cure that which moft urgeth 5 
therefore we principally attend the wound, left fyderatio™® 
{hould follow, or fomething elfe bringing affured de~ 
ftruction ; And for the fame reafon we apply not to it 
things good for the other difeafe ; yetthis I will here 
adde, That it is manifelt by experience, that many men 
by ounds have been freed from many other difeafes,and 
fo,that they never relapfed into them afterwards: namely 
when thepart affected being wounded, the things proper 
to the difeafe could alfo performthe cure of the wound 
as ifthe 4ead labouring of a ¢ronieal difeale, Chould be 


wounded, and the wound could be cuted with Betony 
and Sage, there is no doubt but the Jpirit being naked, 
and now being refrelhed and cherifhed: with thefe reme- 
dies, would perfeétly heal both the bead, and the whole 
body. Here alfo is thisto be noted, That they who dig 
the body with Cauteries, and keep the wounds open a 
long time for the purulent matter to run, are ill adviled, 
they donot apply tothe wound remedics proper for that 
difeafe, for which they made the I/fue; for this being 
done, the Patients would in thotc time feel very great eafe, 
if that wound were made upon the part principally in- 
feted: efpecially ifall the other things were accordingly 
done diaftatically,and the matter alfo chat iffueth out,uled 
as Artcommandeth. By thefe means it is certain, and 
found by experience, that the Gout in the bands, feet, and 
other parts, may moft happily and eafily be cured. But 
returning again to the excrements , blood, and {eparated 
parts, wefay, Thatthis Art ufeth thofe rather and with 
better fuccefle,than the whole body that is hurt: becaule 
the ital Spirit being free and naked, eafily receiveth ime 
preflions,efpecially from chings agreeing with it : There~ 
fore the Inventers of this 4rt, mingle fuch things (thoug! 

taken from other bodies ) with the Medicines, as in the 
common Weapon-falve it is. to be feen, where they mingle 
with the Oywtmente, the fi/h, blood and fat of men for nie . 
other caufe; that eing endued with thefe Medicaments e 
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and qualities of Medicaments, they might the more¢a. 
fily help the heart , Spirits ; for, by their likeneffe, they 
do the more eafily draw the /firits, and being drawn, do 
the more eafily change them , according to the qualities 
acquired; but it isnot alwayes neceflary, that the Me= 
dicines be mingled with thofe things that are taken from 
the body ; for, we fee, that the /ympathetical water alone, 
and fimple without any mixture , will cure all wounds 
by means of the blood of the wound: but efpeciall care 
mult betaken , that you make choife of thofe things 
that do cures not by qualities, but by their »bole fubfhan- 
ees, asthey ule to {peak, that is, by their fignatures from 
Heaven; or elfe ordained to {uch affections by the /emi- 
nary reafon of thefoul, otherwayes they may eafily mifle 
themark: fory the fimilitude difpenfed from Heaven, be- 
caufe it pafleth the like /pirits, doth much advance the 
effects 5 nay, without this thou wilt {carce do any 
goed , as by daily experience we may fee made ma- 
nifelt.

His 12. Conclufion doth of it felf a little or nothing 
avail to the curing of difeafes, being rather direéted 

to endure Difeafes,and procure Love 3 it is alfo the foun- 
dation of all Jmplantations ; for, where commixtion and 
sompaffion is , there is that which is found, drawing unto 
it felfthat which hurteth another; without queftion that 
from whence the thing hurtfull wasdrawn, will be hel-

Of the thing sneceffary for a PhyGcian, before be undertake} 
the Praétice of Magicall Phyfick. 


Here are many things neceflary for him, that 
thinks to underftand the praCtice of this Art, and 
do any good by it.Fir/t,he muft know difea/es,for 
elfe how can he cure them. It is true,that ignorance of the 
difeafesis not here dangerous asin common Phy/ick, be- 
caule here we ule external Medicins always comforting the 
iaterna!, and for the moft part void of poifon : butthoug! 
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( 43) 
it be hot dangerous to the patient , yet it fhall bea (hame 
tothe ‘Phy/iczan, as {hall hereafter appear. He that is 
now well {een in the knowledge of difeafes, let him next 
feek the part first and principally affetted ; for, if this be 
unknown, he fhall never do any thing to the purpofe. 
He muft likewayes have abfolute knowledge of fomples, 
and know as well the internal w external fignature of 
things, whereby the /imples are figned, as well to the parts 
of the body, asto the difeafes: for, we ufe none but fiz- 
ved things in this 47t, But flgnature being double, to wit, 
internal and external, we will ule thole things that are 
externally figned, as being moft known tous, except ex- 
perience (which is alwayes to be obeyed) be to the con- 
trary. Hethat knowes the nature of fimples, cannot be 
ignorant of the times for the fowing and Lathering of 
them; but this Science cannot be thought fufficient with- 
out Aftrelogie: our PAyfician therefore muft be skill'd in 
the Planetary difeafes and Plants, that fo he appeate thele - 
yet fo that to difeafes, whether trong or remiffe, he be {ure 
to appole a plant ofa fuperiour degree. In a word, he 
mutt underftand the fecret natures of both men and jJimples, 
do notdeny, but that this Art one day will be very ea- 
fie, butas yee it is in the Cradle, lyes lurking in the /e- 
ever desks ot fome few men: And therefore, he that will 
attempt it, muft from the forefaid Conclufions, draw fome 
particulars. Yet here I would advife ( by the way ) all 
men, that in the Interim, they would minifter things com- 
forting, proper for the difeafe, that fo the Cure may the 
more foon, more fafely, more plentifully be performed : 
yea if peradventure in fome difeafes, fometimes there are 
more violent things to be given ( which we muft ever 
avoid all we can ) yet, this comfort we have from this 
Art, that by it, nature ig (trengthened and kept from be~ 
ing overthrown by violent things ; which, confider with 
thy felf how much it concerns. Moreover I would per- 
fwade, that untill eafier Purgatives be found in this Art, 
thou wouldeft be content to ufe thefe purges following, 
or the like, as chedifeafe requires : for, thofe do not 
much 
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much trouble the vital Spirit, and work without nauce- 
oufneffe, griping, or trouble. Ihave ever kept fecret, but 
am now content to communicate them unto thee, that 
nothing may be wanting in this 4rt,

OF Purges and Purging;

,N as much as the vital /pirit being fortified, caty by 
“ itsown power free the body from hurtfull bamors ; Ie 
may be doubted, whether in Cures done by this eArt, 
Purgation be to be promifed : And true it is indeed, that 
the fpirit can by its power, expell hurtfull things out of 
the body : But, ifany would quickly, fafely and pleafantly 
cure difeafes by this 4rt, iis fiero begin with Pargation; 
for fo, the opprefled./pirit is relieved; and is made fitter, 
being helpt by our Medicine to do the other things , and 
when it is free; it is more eafily changed and reduced to 
its former eftate: for, there are fome of the Poilofopbers, 
before they give a Dofe of a great Elixer, firft chink fit, 
(that the Cure may be moreeafily wrought ) to free the 
Body by Puxgation. How much rather then in this 47t 
now; whether it is beft todo it, may be doubted. And 
fifi, it isto be confidered, Thatthere be very few fimples, 
violently purging, thacdonot hurt the vital /pirit by their 
great proportion of venenofity. Secondly, there is not yet 
any Medicine purging Magnetically found out, ( except 
{ome certain oftments commonly known ) which uteer- 
ly wantsall benemons qualities. And therefore, | would 
have them quite forborn, becaufe they may be the caufe 
of more mifchief. than if they were given inwardly : 
But Magnets and Oy/s may be commodioutfly ufed, if the 
difeafe be in the Stomach, Inteftines, or Mefaricks: 1 will 
give thiscxample of one that doth gently loofe the Bel- 
ly; In other Writers thou mayeft finde more, or mayeft 
make them according tothine own intention.

Is it in 
fome cafeslawfull for a Phyfictan chat followes Nuture, 
feeing that fhe in fome cafes, as by bleeding at the Nok, 
avoiding evil blood that is troublefome.So it is at fome-~ 
times, and upon fome occafion needfull : but thefe con-

before this if the Imdication command, I would free the 
body from the bumors: for fo Nature would naturally

(that fhould follow fimple Nature) to do with Seés > 

that one fhould {wear himfelt a {lavero Galen , another 

to Avicen, another to Paracelfis ; chefe were great men, 

but when thefe gave themfelves to contentious difputes 

todefend their own opinions , they much erred many 

times fromthe truth.

CHAP. IV. 
OF CAUTERIES, 
‘> Anteries are uled by many that either know not, nor 


underftand not why they ufethem: And this man- 
ner of evacuation, of all thefe now in ufeamong Phy- 


fitians, is che leaft material , efpecially when it is ufed 


by way of derivation > for, they weaken the member, 
they open a way tothe yitall {pirits to go out : they al- 
ter the whole body,by wafting the natural beat, fo that 
almoft all chat ufethem, either are of fhort life , or elfe 
growing fat, and difable for the duties of life, fall fooner 
than they fhould,into old age;for, whereas nature thought 
good at firlt to make fo many Ebacuations to the body 
of men; thefe by making more, ftir herup too much: 
Hath not GOD given Medicine to purge the uocent 
bumors by naturail emunétories, and to make others for 
our felves ? is this to follow Nature, or to go quite con- 
trary toher? Thou wilt fay, they do ir to evacuate bu- 
mors, which elfe would caufe a Difeafe ; and have we 
not other means in imitation of Nature to do that ? 
But, if they be once evacuated , they will come again. 
They will indeed, if thou know not how to fortifie nature 
with nature; they are fools, ‘that intending to cure a Dit 

eafe, 
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eafe , are inforced tomake one : for my part, I never 
knew any by this means foundly cured, f have feen ma- 
ny weakened. But are Fontenels ( as they call them } 
to be utterly reyeCted ? Surely, if the humors be in part 
ofa member, notextreamly weakened , I fhould admit 
them, likewayes to intercept a humor coming to a weak 
part, untill the part be fortified alfo. In diverfion thoy 
mayeft ule them for atime, but warily : and if thou 
wouldeft altogether forbear them , it were the better - 
But, if thou have a minde to follow thefe triviall wayes, 
yet do it not ina weak body , nor in a Child ( ex- 
cept for a very fhort time’) nor in a body exreamly 
Cacochymicall : the reafons of thefe obfervations are 
manifeft from things aforefaid. At the leaft if yet thou 
wilt ufe them , then handle the purulent matter accor- 
ding to this Art, and apply to the wound thefe 
things that are {pecifically proper to: the Difeafe, and 
doubtleffe thou thalt do wonders. The fame is to 
be underftood of blood that is drawn by Phlebstomie, by 
means whereofthou mayeft perform great matters , as

Theugh the power of thefe things be nor fo great, 
as that they deferve the title of an univerfall medicine, 
yct experience fhewes, that the powerof them is great, 
and that they are alwayes uled with good fucceffe. 

But we, that we may inrich this new Art, with the 
addition of an invaluable creafure, will teach the true 
calcination or difloiution of Herbs, Stones, Minerals,

anid Mettals; whereby every thing may, according to 
his nature, become an wniverfal medicine, and being ex- 
alted, work according to his fubjeé# s fothat no man {hall 
deny them equal to the true Aurum potabile; which, as 
{hall appear, {prung from the faid root, Here the Reader 
muft know, our words are not to be interpreted other= 
wayes than out of the book of genuine Philofophers, and 
we are not of the number of common men, how gteat 
foever, nor like Quercetan, though otherwife a great 
Scholer, who, {peaking of Zherica in Pharmacopea dog 
matica reftituta, calleth the {pirit of Wine the fire of Nature. 
and the /alt ofthe Earth, the falt and fulpbur of Nature ; 
as if Nature did ufe the /pirit of Wine to the generation of 
all things, & play the Chymick in the alt of the earth. I do 
not deny but the whole carts, and principally the /a/t is 
the receiver of the/u/pbur and mercury of Nature,yet hath 
it no more than is fufficient for it felf; and as foon as it 
hath ic, immediately giveth it to others: We have no- 
thing todo with the falt ofthe earth, the /pirit of wine, 
or any other falts or {pirits whatfoever vulgarly known; 
it is far another matter , which the blind, who are hin- 
dered by multitude of operations, cannot fee: but how 
the Calcination worketh miracles, harken, will tell thee : 
When I laboured abotit the calcination of Corrals in naked 
fire, in a {trong one, continuing four dayes and nights, 
I could byno means get it to be red, I gave it tothe

at length increafe the fre with thy bellows, until they be 
burned co moft white afhes 3 then with fimple Water ex- 
trast the /alt, vapour che water away,and put the falt in- 
to a Collitore veffel, whofe mouth muft be well ftopped 
with a knot, there let ic be three moneths; then, as thou 
didft the Rofes themfelves, bury tc in a dunghill for fix 
moneths ; then cake it out, put ic again in the fire, till che 
fpectes begin to appear in the glafle, then take it from the 
fire,and mix a fufficientquantity of this with the true 
clifmes of Rofes, fo fhalethou havea more mighty Cor- 
dial chan before, exceeding good in all hot difeafes and 
reftoring the radical moifture. And by this means chou 
mayett make the true Cli//u of all Herbs, according to 
the true dostrine of the Ancients and Paracelfus: each 
fhall work according to the intention of the Herb, from 
whence it istaken : though the vertue be from the jive of 
N ature, and freedom from their feces, wonderfully mul- 


tiplied and inabled: nor are they clenfed from their or#- 
ginal impurity by any water, but by fire. But come we 
now to Sbones and middie-minerals, and becaufe they are 
all done after one manner, let us take Coral for an ex- 
ample. 

Take therefore as much Coral as thou pleafeft,{prinkle 
ic upon a calcinatory veffel,to the thicknefle of a ftraw; put 
it to our fire, fir it up with thy bellows as thou canft, and 
{o multiply the fire till chou fee the colour changed : but 
fee the furface equal, the Calcination will be foon dones 
chat thou wilt wonder, and therefore I would advife thee 
to do it three or four times, untill ic let go its tinéture into 
the Wine, which when it hath given, if it can give po 
more, repeat the Calcination before, and with a new Spirit 
draw out the ¢isffure, or with the fame.till it be extream- 
ly red, chen mix all the /pirit of Wine wherewith rar 
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haft drawn out the tinéfure together, and draw it off to 
the confiftance of O)/. So muft thou draw the tin@ure 
of all Stones, middle-Minerals and Salts, infinititly increa- 
fed in ftrength ; fothat Pearls thus calcined, will truly 
cure Heclicks. Now let us proceed to Metials, and for 
an example let us propound, with envie that much talk’t 
of it, Aurum potabile, and tothem that do underftand, 
clearly, though briefly: Put your foliated Gold into the 
talatory veffel, the mouth well {hut with our knet, put it 
tothe fire till it be calcined into afhes, and then fublimed 
into whitenefle » leaving the black terra damnata jn the 
bottom; then let that which is fublimed be with the 
fame degree of fire united tothe caput mortuum, that it 
may be revived by it,that fo they may be all brought into 
an Unguent, which is called the Oy! of Gold: the Dofe 
is gr. ij. or iij, Out ofthis Oyl or Mercury of Gold, thou 

mayeltextract a high redne/s by the /pirit of Wine, which 

contains the perfect cure of all difeafes curable: the true 


4urum potabile of the @bilofopbers, if thou attempt by any 
other means, thou wilt never bring thy purpofe to pafles 
and when thou fhale fee by this means, that thou canft 
make any other mettal potable,chou wilt laugh at the vain 
devices of others, and confefle chat I have told the truth: 
Ihave fpoken (I aflure chee} more plainly than ever 
any man did, and if thou underftand not what hath been 
faid, thou art utterly ignorant of Nature: and there= 
fore fludy her | ifthy 3 
thefe things the wo 
works of thy Creator,God ble 
wile, befeech Him keep thee far from 
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extant: in ‘lariman there is anu exprefle delcription of 
Laudanum opiate, A learned Phyfician can vary the pro- 
portion of things ac ordin os £O his OWn intent, and the 
nature of the difeafe : foallthines be macnetically done: 
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Wherefore hafting to other things, we leave thisto the: 


judgment of the Py/tcian , meaning one day to {peak:

when they havea fagacity ( mark well what I faid, for 
thefe things ought to be precious to thee) for then ifany 
external quality hurt the body or the /birit moft violently;

zather afloon asthey come out of the /iving body,and keep:

part , ifthou intend not for a particular operation, but fora 
general, make the fortunate afcendant, and in the fixth

And this by the way; Though all things do nor 
agree exactly, yetdo net thou forfake or procraftinate 
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the cure, fit thofe things that thou canft fic ,,a8..if when 
the reft agreed, thou wouldeft begin a-new; for, if there 
bea due application of things ) although the ftars do not 
foexattly accord, the cure may.be prolonged ». but the 
effect will not be alrogether fruftrate,. if thou learn.well 
to obferve the times to come 3 this chou fhalt do, if thé 
time be obferved inthe progrefle of the cure: then do 
as it were fet upon the, Difeafe a-ftefh , applying new 
Inftruments of healths.‘A thing well. to be nated su tOr, 
here is the wifedome of a Phyfician moft required.

Traafplantation ws, Shen by means of a Magnetick,we put the 
Difeafe into a plant, ov another living creature, the Patient 
being fully and wholly cured: for, whenthe Plant, or the 
Wight hath drawn to its {elf the ill complexion ( troubling 
the vital spirit) the spiritis thereby freed, and made able 
and fit to exercife its due’ function; but the Wight into 
which the Difea(e is transplanted, ‘languifheth , and at 
letigth’ ( unleffe it be cured ) dieth. Yet chis caution is 
to beobferved > that we rive hot in vain to tranfplant 
the Difeafe into another. Wight,which-hath too trong, a 
[pirits for,the vital /piiits , being fometime very ftrong, 
réfitt vehemently ', and then all chis preparation availeth 
nothing. Bur into plants never (trive for to tranfplant the 
Difeafe,; unleffe ic'be in fome property , contrary to the 
Difeates efpecially take heed left it have a quality con- 
tfary to the nature’of man, or left by its too much vi0- 
lence, after ichath attracted the Difeafe and evill quality, 


and as it were dige/fed it, ic attract more than ic fhould 
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do; for, by tran/plentation, ‘not onely the evill, bue the 
Zo0d is formetimes ‘attracted and ‘communicated to an- 
other. Hence it is, that they which tranfplant bair into 
a Wille’, to make it grow, and leave it there longer than 
they fhould do, do make the head weak, and the fight 
dim: for the Willo’» draweth the j{pirit of the head too vio- 
lently : from hence it comes, that by tranfplantation, a 
man may get himfelf the ftrength of a Horfe or a Bull, if 
it be rightly done. This tranfplantetion is twofold (vix.) 
immediate and mediate + Immediate is.that which ‘s done 
to any living Creatures by muminiall things; for, fo the 
thing, whereunto it is applyed , appropriates unto it 
felfand draws to itsown nature, the good or evil! quality 
ofthe Mummey ; and either frees the /pirit from fuch a 
quality, ific be evil; or appropriates to its felf the /pirit, 
if it be hurt by no ill quality and_fortifies it {elf by thi 5 bi~ 
rit, by means whereof, it-can bring inthe qualities and 
bemper of the bedy into the thing, whereunto it is applyed, 
and that things, by means of thefe qualities unites the {pi 
vit unto it, and by that, and in the virtue of it can-work 
many things, And left thou be deceived by the word 
we call Mummey, It Ggnifiech thofe things or parts of 
Wights which exhibic the /pirit nakedly, asthou mayft 
learn out of the Fit Chapter.

CHAP IX. 


Of tranfplantation, and the diverfe manners 
by which it 1s done, 


the former Chapter, we have faid what we meant 

by éran{plantation s now it followes, how many waycs 
itmay bedone. There be Six manner of tranfplantati- 
ous, ¥t>. Infemination , Implantation , Impofition » Irrora- 
Hon, lnefcation, and Appromination, We will ipeak in 
ovder of them all. Infemination «1, When a Magnet im. 
pregnate vith Mummcy ts mingled with fat earth , wherein 
the fied of herbs agreeing with that difeafe, are fon; for, 
the earth being fifted, and mixed with Mummey, is puc 
into an earthen pot, and the fees are fown therein , and 
watered with the wafhing ofthe difeafed member, or of 
the whole body, if it be affcéted, fo in time, all the 
Difeafes, are tranfplanted intothofe feeds proper to the 
Difeafe: ifthe timerequire it, they are watered every 
day with the walhings of the part, as is aforelaid ; This 
done, expeét till the herbs begin to fprout, and when it 
istime, cranfplantthem into the like earth, and fothou 
fhalt fee,thatas the Herbs increafe the Difeafe will wear 
away, and atlength be cured. There be, thar when 
the Herbs be ripe, pull themup, and dry them in the 
finoak., or throws them into a running water, or ufe them 
‘ome other way, as beft agreeing with experience. And 
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if the Muimmey wherewith the Magnet is impregnate , be 
not difeafed, chen che Plant will be impregnate with the 


vital Spirit of him whofe Mummey it was ; wherewith 


purpofe, and be nor deceived , for every thing 1s not good 
for every thing : but they difpenfe their FPirits every thing 
according to its proper gifts; for otherwayes worketh 
the /pirit joyned toVervme, and otherwayes to Carduxs 
or Angelica, :

pared, and {o ordered and watered: nay, in his cafe ic ie 
beft, if the berbs have no other Water at all; for fo they 
will be as ic were conitrained to receive and appropriate 
the Mummey with the greater violence » which is alfo 
zood in femination, except the too much tenderncfle. and 
loofe foftnefle of the feed command the contrary, which 
ere you need not fear: but in all things take experience 
tothy help. Onething is to be zoted in them both , thar 
if the Plant die, having attracted fome ill quality before 
the Difeafe be fully cured, then another of the fame 
kind muft be wuplanted inthe fame , or rather the like 
Earth, 

3. Jmpofstion mult be chus done 3 Take the A4unmey 
ofthe difeafed members, or the Excrements, or both,

Dif~ 
eafedoallthings 5 for, Negture is not burdened. with 
thefe , and confider what {hall be faidin the practices 
for there we are refolved to fet down nothing, but what 
we have proved. Moreover,fome there are,that to very 
good purpofe have ufed lapofition. There is to be noted,

that where thou defireft a lasting effect, you ule long-lived 
Trees; and where a {peedy effect, them that growa pace. 
Remember the Caution given inthe Jaft Chapter, As 
foon as thou baft thy will, take out all that thou dsdft. put in, 
left too much attraction of the fpirit, do hurt the Pa- 
tient. 

4. Irroration muft be done, that by it, tranfplantation 
might be perfeCted. Thou fhale water convenient herbs, 
ora Tree (and thatevery day tillthe Difeafe be cured ) 
with Urine, Sweat, Dung, or the walhings of the members,or 
ofthe whole body (asthe Difeafe requireth ) either fe- 
verally, or all mixed together: though no man will de- 
ny, bucthe mixture is better: But chis way I would ra- 
ther ufe as one help tothe other, than alone: howfocveg 
thoudo, yet this alwayes obferve, That as foon as Ire 


roration iscone, thou cover all the Irrorated Earth with 
new Earth left the Air diflipate the mummiall dirtue in the 
things, before che Plants can draw it. 
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rin co | t body from whence the Mimmie was ta- 
ke twards ifthe body be not throughly cured; 
K aft is infected and killed ; give ‘another 
beaft a portion of the like atummie, and reiterate th pe~ 
rc intill the Patient be whiole,and in thiscafe, blood 
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rightly putrijied, of to {peak more truly, fermented, is efpe- 
cially to be ufed;-and yet there-is no doubt; but the fame 
cures may.bedone with the Mummie exttaSted by the 
Magnet, There are likewayes fonie; that with good fuc- 
cefle do give the Lloed yet warm from the vein; to 4 Dog or 
a. Swine, which though peradventure they be not inf 
ted with the-Difeale, ( for the {pirit is heretoo faft fet. 
tered) -yet experience confirms, that it much furthers the 
Cure. By-this operation watural Pbilters are done,

Now I fore-fee an Objeéion of fome moment: For, it 
will be faid, If difeafes may be thus cured by approxima- 
tion,how happeneth it, that he whogivesthe éfettion to 
another, isnot cured himfelf 2 To which I anfwer 3 Ie 
is for{E co be confidered what , and what manner of 4if- 
eafes thofe be chat be moft communicated to men by. #s- 


fettion : Neither would I here fay, that every Difeafe 


may by «pprostmation be communicated unto every.bea/E, 
Y would but fearch here,what Difeafe of chemfelves, and 
by their own nature are fittelt for ic» and commonly fo 
called. Such Difeales are of three findes : The firft con- 
fits ina (upernatural beat not venemous, which when 
it can quickly and fuddenly infinuate ix felf into bodies, 
in the leaft fpace of time, it alters the body,and gives it 
an evill complexion ¢ (Thefe properties are here alctibed 
to heat, in refpect of the /ubjeét in which it iyes hid ) bur 
this carrying the heat of the visell [pirit, becaufe of the 
fudden alteration, is not ftrongly freed, as fhall be faid 
hereafter. The fecond Kinde indced confifts in preternatu- 
yall beat, but axe {uch as lye hid in fubrill venemous | 
breaths, and more vehemently infect, as we fee in the 
Plague. The third kinde doth not confit ina meer qx¢- 
li¢y, nor in the meer flutfuatiag bumors, nor lurketh in any 
particular part, butic changeth all the habit of the body, 
fubverts all the operations, or at leaft difpofeth them 
otherwayes than man’s nature requireth : And this kind 
doth therefore infect, becaufe it fends forch a babitous, 
or breathing altogether infected , and in no part found, 
which infinuating themfelves into another body , do at 
length overt»row the temperature thereof : Of this fore 

are the Leproftes, and the French Pox, 
Now, having laid the grounds, fay, that in the tWv9 fir 
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Kindes, why the body; infe&ting another, is tot thereby 
seleafed , is, becaufe the infettion fuddenly commu- 
nicated, doth in an inftane change the body receiving ‘ir, 
and then going immediatly through ic, when it is whe!l- 
ly infected, it cannot correct another, it rather hurts ic - 
And therefore we fee. that when any are fick of the 

Jague in one houfe, {carce one efcapes 3 for, the difeafe 
is ftrengthened , being circulated from one to another ; 
whereby, ifthere be but one infected, there is more hope 
of hisrecovery : and therefore their care and cuftome is 
to be commended, which do allot a feverall houfe,to eve- 
ry particular perfon infeed. Next, as I {aid above, 
it isrequired, chat affoon as the beaft is infected wholly, 
it be killed ; but who dares be fo impious as to kill men 
being infected ; then it is neceffary, co put another beatt 
in his place, and again, till the cure be perftéted : But 
in feavers, where there is not {o great violence, we have 
obferved.that if one be infeéted by another, the Infedor 
is often ftraight freed ; and fo fometimes it goes fuccef= 
fively clear through houfes, till ic come to the lat , who 
| either {capes notat all, or very hardly. This obferva- 
4} tion doth exceedingly confirm this Doftrine 3 and this 
happens where the weak body falls Gck firtt: As to the 
toird Kinde,the reafon why the body infecting, is not al- 
wayes cured; Befides what hath been faid, is this , be- 
ii} caulethele confirmed difeafes, have fo changed the whole 
it} abit of the body, that itis almoft impoffible to reflore ir, 
| elpecially, where the condition above required, is wanting: 
bur in the beginning that fome (though wickedly ) have 
been cured from thee difeafes, it is known by experience? 
for, he that hath tranfplanted them by lying. with many 
Women, hath been cured, as I have heard ic credibly 
reported, to have happened in the French Pox : but 
thefe are deteftable things, and worthy of grievous 
‘| punifhment; yer they confirm our Do@rine.. One 
thing I will adde more worthy of obfervation ; If a 
weak body be infected , there is {mall hope of recove~

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CHAP XIV. 


Of the Excrements of the Back-doore 


DY thefe Excrements, as wefaideven now, are cured 
1 allthe dileafes of the Inte/tines ; the body ispurged,and 
brought into flux ; the difeafes of the fundament are both 
procured and cured, and many things elfe are done, 
which thou maieft learn by thy own experience, if thou 
be diligent: when they are applied they cure old ulcers, 
Careinomata, and Fiftulaes ; yea, which fome commend 
as a great fecret, they fupply the place of the Weapon 
falye, without any further preparation ; but they mutt 
be chofen of a found man, and a ftrong body, left the pre- 
paration hurt them that are weak. By the Odour mixt 
with wholfom Herbs, much good may be wrought by 
tranfplantation: and this { judge among many others, te 
be the caufe why Ru/ticks, and fuch aslive in the Coun 
try, are found, and live longer than Noblemen and Ci- 
tizens: for thefe fuffer their /eiges to rot in tools, or elfe 
-o be catt.into fome unholfom places: but the other com=: | 
mitting chem to che earth nigh wholfom herbs, by means of | 
transplantation, lead cheir lives for the moft part free from 
difeafes. We have above in general bidden to beware of! 
Excrements of the difeafed people. But here we will give: 
a more particular advice, namely» That thou never cafe 
thy felf where difeafed folks have; for much mifchiet 
lath come of it: for, we have known fome hurt by the 
nell ; that doing their eafement, w here one had done it 
ut had a flux, them(elves gor the flux without a procatat= 
tick caule preceding. The reafon off which fo ftrange a 
matter, is {0 be taken from that which hath been faid; 
and (hall notbe here repeated. Furthermore; take heed 
it any time you do your eafement upon berbs,that are 
either malignant, exslcer ating ,AOr violently purging oI for 
hence maty times when the ca fe is unknown, proceed: 
dangerous difenteries which, until chofe berbs be quit 
pu 
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putrified, will not yeeld to any medicine. — Finally, Te ig 
not fafe to leave thefe Excrements in places where thine 
Enemies can come ; for it is eafie to know what violent 
pains are procured by a Kindled coal wich /pirit of Wine or 
Aquavite put into thofe Exerements, I would have thee 
co perfwade chy felf, that ifthefe things were ordinarily 
known, they be worfe and more dangerous matters, than 
thefe known co fome others ; therefore look wifely to thy 
felf. But of thefe 2xcrements enough, fo far as they per- 
tain tothis Art inthe general: che particular wayes of 

working with them, we will defcribe in our practice. 


CHAP XV: 
OF OUR Re: 


OX NE isan excrement ofthe /écond concottion , done 
in che fiver, or rather in the reins ; from whence by 

the emulgent veins, it is {ent tothe retus mixe with blood, out 
of which it is by the “Hriteres , as it were i percolated OF 
{trained, and fo fentto the bladder , where it allo abides 
a while, and then it is by the paflage of the urine caft out. 
Fence it appears, That the “rin hath a great communion 
with moft parts of che body, for it hath great affinity 
with the Aver, reius and bladder s for by thefe parts it paf- 
feth, and therefore the Phyficians judge of the difeafe of 
thefe parts by urine : But it hath moreover no ob(cure 
confent with the whole body, having been once joyned. 
with the blood ; by ictherefore are cured thedifeafes of 
the liver, reins bladder, ureters and paffages of the urine, be~ 
fides the Leclick feaver (a moft grievous difeafe, of the 
whole body) is no way better cured, than by the urine 
as {hall be fhewed in the Chapter of the Heéfich Feavers, 
Whartfoever difeafes are ulually cured by this Art, are all 
cured by the urine; though it be better there be other pre- 
parations , as is to be {een in my PraStife. Now, as in the 
Chapter of the Excrements by feige, bere ic fhall nor be 
amifsto put fome Cautions: The firft whereof is, Fo'také 
G2 heed 
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heed chat children piffe not inthefire; for it is the con- 
{tant opinion of many, that by fuch means they get Nea 
phritick, difeafes , the ftone, or gravel, and other-greag 
difeafes: Zhen that men never pifleupon (barp venemons 
berbs,and {uch as by their benemous quality do violently 
provoke #rine : for from hence progeeds the ulceration of 
the reins and bladder: nor would I willingly make wa- 
ter in a chamber- pot where any maminfetled of any 
ftinking difeafe of thele parts had piffed,nor give my urine 
to fermentation with his; for it cannot be, buttoa weak 
body much evil {hould come by this means, rhough to 
the fick man by that means might come good: Nay, 
hence with f{pecificals added againftthe difeafe, might 
his cure be done, with the addition of fermentation, which 
ought to be done in a bladder of a beaft of the fame kind, 
adding thofe things that have the fignature both of the 
difeafe and the member, as fhall be {aid more at large in 
my Pratlife; where you fhall have Medicines fetched 
from avine, whofe forms if you follow, thou mayeft in- 
vent others of thy felf. 


CHAP XVI. 


Of Sweat and infenfible Tranfpiration. 


CWEAT isnot only an Excrement of the third concotli- 

on, bur it may alfobe, as it were, the melting of the 
whole Ledy; for, no otherwife doth the body come to 
deftruction, than by refolution procured by Nature, or 
fome_ adventitious heat ; for, except every part fhould 
lofe fomething of his fubftance and greatneffe, the bo- 
dies of /éving Nights would grow infinitly, ifby continual 
nourifoment there were alwayes added fomething unto 


them: Nays if this re/olution were not, »ights would not 
defire nourifhment at all + Sweat therefore, and that which 
is by Phyficians called infenfible tranSpiration , are not 
only excrementitious, bur (as it is above proved ) carries 
off with them of the r#/olved particles of the body: Hence 
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iis, that in Magnetick or Diaftatick Phyfick they are of 
exceeding great ule ; for, by them innumerablewonders 


are done, whileft difeafes are as well curcd, a5 caufed - 
Paffions both of the mind, and of the body are violently 
procured, and changed : By thefe a wife PhyGcian may 
do much good ; and by thefe a prying Wiffard may do 
much harm, and caule death, madnefle, anger,and over- 
throw allthe goods of the mind. This. is the Devil , or 


familiar fpirit by which they are thought to have done. 


wonders, Hence it is that they, (as appears by their own 
Contcflions) without thefe, could never hurt the bodies 
of men: for, the Devil bimfelf cannot confirain N ature « 
who (ifhe do any miracles ) doth them only by applica. 
tion, of atlives to pa/fives, as fome, too vainly credulous, 
{carce believe : for, thefe poor wretches , defiled with 
fuperftition, fain many things, and mix much follies 
and lies with the truth, which was done by the Ancients, 
whence they took their traditions That becaufe of the 
opinion of a Deity prefent, their Imaginations might work 
violently, and alfo all natures con piring, the effe&t might 
be produced : which I leave tothy confideration, whe- 
ther chou canft get any good from thefe few words: Yet 
whatloever they do, they do it naturally ; But let usgo 
to thefe things that are to our purpofe, By fweat, or inn 
fenfible transplantation, firft ina body, or ina Subject fit~ 
ting, all difeafes being in the babit of the body are cured, 
whether they be fixed; as the Leprofte, Gout, French « 
pox,tat. or whether they be volatile, as the Scab, Morphew, 
Seurf, or the like sKin- deep fickwefJes, and of the utmo 
parts : yea, without thefe it is {carce poffible to do any 
thing inthis 47t, By the impreguation of thele thy Mag 
wets are Specified, by which all manner of transplantations 
are done: by meansofthefe the Ficétick is cured, the bods 

is long preferved ftrong and able: andthe baffions of the 
mind are {tirred up. OF all which we will difcourle at 
large in our Practice. Now as a wile ‘Phylician can by 
thefe means, do all thefe and greater matters |

may be done; And therefore take thefe cautiohs and 
premonitions. It is not unknown, That almoft all Infu- 
jion floweth from the faid infenfible’tranSpiration and 
fiveat ; for being impregnate with much /pirit, and hold- 
ing ic faft, according to the difpofition chereof,they work 
violently 3 therefore take heed we be not partakers of the 
fveat,or exbalation of an unfound body: that we touch 
rot the /heets {o impregnate, nor puton thefhoes or ftoc- 
Rings, or gloves, or the like : but in a {pecial manner, that 
we be no bedfellows with them. — Hence on the otherfide, 
was the health and long-life of our /ir/t parents who flept 
upon Herbs ( wholfom ) and from them drew no fmall 
part of cheir Jong-life, as we may probably conjecture : 
for it is certainly very wholfom in fummer time to fleep 
upon Chamomile, Rofemary, walbed Sage , Betony , Balm, 
and the like: and of the fame Herbs to make beds for fick, 
folks, according to their difeafes ; and I would likewife 
advife thee to fleep without thy garments in the fammer 
time, covered over with wholfom herbs ; and thou fhale 
draw from thence an excellent Comfortative, It is good alfo 
for a weak body, to ufe the company and garments of 
Arong and found men; for from thence he may draw 
fuch /pirits as will fortifie weak wature: We hold ica 
commendable cuftom for {uch people, to have their gar- 
ments and linen worn by them that are lufty and health- 
full, before they put themon 3 but this is fafeft done by 
them that are very ftrong, left evil come to him that firft 
putthem on: Therefore alfo we muft take heed, that we 
fuffer not our garments to be worn by them that are dif- 
eafed: and that we caft not our cloathes, impregnate 
with our weet and transpiration in ftinking and unwhol- 
fom places: And above all take heed, thatthey come 
not into the bands of evil men 5 for there is'a great deal of 
inviftble mummy lyeth hid in them, of which Paracel/us 
(though obf{curely) makes often mention ; from whence, 
if chat chou doeft but underftend it well, and confider 
what is above-faid, thou mayctt of thy felf find out 
many more things. But I {wear and infenfibly tran-

Ut of almoft all the Paris of the Body.do Hairs grow, 

and they are made not only of vilciditie of theExere- 
ments of the fourth concoction, growing in the pores, which 
by addition of new matter, grow in length ( 2s fomedo 
falfely imagine, ) butthey take alfo not the leaft part of 
their matter from the refolved parts of the body , as ap~ 
pears by this Experiment : for, if by Diaftatick Art thou 
wouldeft increafe bar, by means of a Willow tree ( as 
{hall be taught in the Practice) and ifcthou continue the 
medicine longer chan it is fic; thou wilt afluredly bring 
a weaknefle upon the part , which can be by no other 
means, but becaufe by the violence of the medicine, the 
parts being refolved further than Nature doth fuffer, are 
Joft. And for the confirmation of this Truth , airs ate 
feen to grow long after Death , whereas there is uo con- 
coction. So, as there can be no Exerements of the fourth 
concottion ; and therefore, they muft needs come from 
the body refolved ; which refolation is added co the bairs 
by the vital fpirit, which is (till there remaining : For, 
by any other means this addition cannot be: whence 
alfo our aflértion of the remaining /Pirit is confirmed. 
Hence appears how great agreement airs have with 
the body, and whereupon we ule them as In/framents in 
this Avt. It is well known what ftrange things the 4n- 
cient Magi did by bairs; and why thelike may not be 
done, [fee noreafon. Icisalfoathing weil knownby 
hear-fay, how love hath been procured by means of 
bair burned in a Candle, Aftrologically made 3 which 
though it be not ( as no reafon it {hould ) ordinarily 
known tothe vulgar, yet to fome itis!; and though it be 
mingled with filthy fuperftitsons, yee 1, that am wont to 
34 reduce 
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reduce all operaWous” to the po/fibility of nature , never 
thought them abfolutely and precifely:neceflary to the 
producing of the effect. So likewayes we have known 
many difeafes, otherwayes incurable , cured by hairs, 
efpecially taken from the part affected, if being duely pu. 
trified and mixed with things figned, they be implanted in= 
to plants , as every man may prove according to our do- 
tkrine. So ifbairs be taken from the four principal Emun. 
étoriesno doubt, but well prepared, they. will cure all dif 
eafes.. I would counfell che Readers, that in confide- 
ration hereof, they do not fo carelefly {catter their airs 
up and down, which may be the caufe of mueh mifchief; 
nor yet burn them , for (that) as experience (howes, 
hinders the growth ofthem , but bury them in fome 
wholefome ground , adding unto them things to 
ftrengthen the bead, which will much conduceto your 
health,

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our 4rt, Ido briefly fay, That j2/t, the Scriptures fay, 
and teach us, that blood is the principal Chariot of the {pi- 
vits,by placing the foul in te blood : but; ifthe /Pirit is the

vinh| fpirit moft refidethy there fhallthe foul moft powerfully 


work. The J/ood then, which {fo plentifully poffeffech 
the /pirits, and communicates them to the body, is {urely 
the fitteft Jn/frument to cure Difeafes, and do all the other 
things which the 47¢ requireth and promifeth: for, here 
the /pirit is free, and not bound up, as elfewhere. There- 
fore in the blood , the /pirit is fooneft affected , becaufe 
there it is mked, as is aforefaid. Yet we muft not imme- 
diatly conclude , that it may be taken and ufed prefently, 
without any fermentation or putvifattion : for, they are 
both ufefull bere, as in the Prattice fhall be fhowen : 
onely take heed that thou corrupt not the bleod with too 
much fermentation ; for then the /pirit is driven away fo, 
that peradventure it will do nothing. But that thou 
mayeft know the fit time of fermentation, Vle‘teach thee 
a fecret; Let the blood with the moft excellent parcell of 
the whole body, be joyned in atrue proportion, by the 
beft way poffible, and putthem into a natural veffel , well 
fhut up, and fet under a hen to hatch, and in the product 
thou wilt finde a thing performing many miracles, cod- 
gulated in the [bape of 4 man: and the oy! or liquor {wim- 
ming about it,with the proper /Wweat mixed, doth change 
mans mindes withthe rouch of ir. Many things more 
may be done by blood, which are tecter concealed, than 
fpoken: But if thou perfeétly underftand the things 
aforefaid, ard canft diligently fearch Nature , thou 
inayft by thine own indu/ty atcain untothem. We will 
in the mean time give thee fome cautions : After the 
bicod 4s drawn, thou muft rake heed how theu ufelt ic; 
for thereby may be done both good and hurt. There be 
fome that put the blood into the ground.,which I countell 
may be done ina clean place » mixed with wholelome 
berbs. for, if it fhould be buried in a /tinking or infetted 
place, ic might hurt the body whence it was caken: 
There are others that give it to dogs and whelps to eat, 
which. I like beft ofall : for,fo it may happen to tranf- 
plant the difeafe, and fo cure it wholly , or at leaft help 
the 
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the Phyfician; but it would do a great deal better, if ie 
were given the dg either Warm , or putrified in. a clofe 
veffell witha temperate heat. But here I cannot but 
tax the villany of fome » who with an execrable bold- 
nefle , dare give the blood, yea Monthly Flours, for a 
Philter, not confidering the mifchief iffuing from thence: 
for blood, though never {o pure, isan enemy to the /fo- 
mach, and betore it wiil be digefted, is corrupted and 
turned into matter » and what effet will it then work ? 
Befides, here lyes not the loving force which they f{eek: 
but there muft be another manner of preparation, before 
chou come tothat + for,it mult be loofed before, thatthe 
{pivit may work more freely and bufily to incline minds: 
becaufe of the »#/ ruling , there is required a greater 


force, andthe confpiring of many caufes : which -be- 


caufe themultitude knowes not, it can never attain the 
crutit, but calumniates che certainty of thee things, cal - 
ling chem either fai/e or devili/b.For although d/ood,of all 
things in the body, contain the loofeft /pirits, yet will it 
work more mightily , being digefted., as the former 
Confiderations, and Experience it felf teacheth : and 
cherefore they are {urely to.be punifhed , that work {o 
iafernally. But, 1 fore-fee an Objections for, if the 
power of /ove reftin the blood, then how happens it 
that ravenous beajls , chat do fo greedily drink blood, and 
fo well digeft it, are not to be brought to be in ove 
with thole things that they eat, being the reafon of the 
Individualls, and the /peciesyeore > I anfwer, firft, In pare 
ticular operations of the whole /pecies to the individuum, 
or Of one tmdibiduum to another , there is not the fame 
yeafon. Secondly, That they eat unprepared blood, 
which is not fo powerfull as to change mature :.for, by it 
duely fermented, one individuum maybe reconciled to 
another, though it be a Dog to a Hare. Thirdly, fi/> 
and blood filled with the Commotion of an angry /pi- 
vit, and retaining {till a portion of it , doth rather whet 
ravenous beafts intorage, and make them feek the deftru- 
&tion of othersthe like, And hence thou mayeft learn, 
that 
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that it isimpoflible by any ‘means or preparations to 
eaufe Love, by blood violently thed ; but it is ore 
likely to‘ caufe hatred. ‘Therefore the Ancients never 
drank the b/sed of one anothers fore-bead vein , before 
perfect reconciliation. “Before I goany further, } will 
adile one Parerzon: The fale of blood, if ic be diffolncd 
in the menstrunm of the World and Philofopbers, is the 
excellenteft remedy of all others ;' and by this means the 
Salis of Herbs, will fhew the ffecies of the berbs whence 
they aretaken, in a glaffe: So the [alt of blood, will by 
the help of the Beafts heat, fhew the /bape of aman in a 
glafle: And this! belicve was Paracelfus his Zomuncio = 
But of Medicines taken from blood, I will give examples 
in my Practice; therefore here this thal! fuffice. 

OF Master, ( which is nothing elfe but blood putrified 
without the bets, or Fleth loofed with rottennef{e jee 
man may philofophize as of bloods if he {peak of itas a 
means to cure Difeafes , faving that it hath loft much of 
the /pirits, which are in the found blood, by corruption : 
yet by means of it, u/eers and old fores may be cured by 
the Sympathetick water, or ointment, whether they be 
inward or outward. There are that anoint the infide of 
a Nut {bell with the Balfom, then put the Pus or matter 
into it, and then hang it up inthedry Air, or Munduza 
Calum, and by this Medicine cure all Ulcers. Yet this is 
to benored, that Pus or matter may be two wayes con- 
fidered, according to which confideration it is found in 
the body : for, ic either fimply arifeth from blood, by 
means of putrifattion, corrupting without the veinss or. a 
arifeth from fome benemous quality in fome foul difeafe, as 
in the French Pox SOL, it 1s infected with {ome fimple 
difeafed quality, asin Pthijis, And fromthe touch of all 
thefe, experience fhewes , that much harm may come, 
Bur if thou wil:by thy /impatbetical either water or cin. 
ment, cure any fuch Ulcers, the extraneous qualities (heyyu 
eth, that there mult be fome Alexipharmaca, or bicifick to 
that Difeafe added : for, it ismanifet , that the qualities 
mult be taken away,before the Ulcers can be cured. 
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Of thofe things that are ca/t up by vomit, ie boots nor 
tofpeak much ; for, we may think of them as of other 
Excrements, ufing alwayesthe fame Cautions : but, if 
the vomit be by Nature , not by Phyfick, ic will be 
fitter for our purpofe » as we may think of other things. 
But yet if they be procured by Phyfick., they are not al- 
together unprofitable; but, the quality of the Vomitorie 
would be known; which if ic be contrary to the Dif- 
eafe, mutt be corrected ; and things /igned added unto 
it, to correct it» And this much is enough for us , that 
make fo great hafte to the Practice.

which is the fureft mark of its right preparation ; and 
thcrefore is to be kept in the Swn,till it come to this final- 
hefJe and colour ; though it be longer than the time ap- 
pointed. The Su enters Lee about the #venty fifth day of 
H2 Fuly; 
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July, “cis better to begin your operation two or three 
dayesafter , that you may befure the Sun is in the righe 
Signe. Expofe ic onely tothe Sun in ¢lear and dry dayes; 
left if the day be moift or mifty; it {poil the Medicine 
with humidity: Nevertheleffe,if after it is fully prepared, 
ic by mifchance become moifE or liquid, you are with a 
gentle heat, to reduce it again to its own form.
